GERMAN — FROM ITALY 


LEASE note that we use the word 

“from” not “in.” The German re- 
treat in Italy is self-evident and does 
not need a question-mark. However, the 
German retreat from Italy, or at least 
to the line of the Po or thereabouts, 
is another story. 


Hitler's own newspaper said that 
Field Marshal Kesselring would yield 
both prestige and territory to save his 
army and the German retreat, as far 
as can be judged, will continue to north- 
ern Italy.” We don’t know, of course, 
how far Hitler’s paper can judge, but 
to us it has always seemed that the 
rats would run up the sewer when pur- 
sued as long as nobody cuts the sewer 
ahead of their flight. 


There is little doubt that Kesselring 
has no great reserves in Italy, although 
it is doubtful that he has already used 
them ALL.
